College Fraternities Losing Out 


The "Country Club" era in college life is over, says the 


current issue of Look magazine, citing as part of the evidence 
a drastic decline in college fraternities and sororities. 


~® At the University of Wisconsin, says 


Look, the number of fraternity houses 
has dropped from 58 to 39, and the 
fraternities' percentage of total 
i 


rollment from 42 to 22. 


And 19 social sororities now have 


only 22 per cent of Wisconsin's 3,600 
girl students. 


So much for Look's collegiate sur- 
vey, 


But a long time ago a certain uni- 


versity president profoundly affccte'd 
the movement that Look now professes 
to have discovered. It was Woodrow 
Wilson who, as university president, 
expelled the fraternities from Prince- 
ton. A few other colleges, such as 
Oberlin, in Ohio, forbid fraternities 
—but they are rare. 


It was Wilson's example at Prince- 


ton which reinforced that section of 
American public opinion that believes 
fraternities set up social distinctions 
on the campus. which are foregin to 
democracy and the American way of 
life—a position made still stronger 
as Wilson advanced to the governor- 
ship of New Jersey, and later the 
presidency. 


And yet I suppose there will al- 


ways be fraternities, just as there will 
always be censors checking up on 
their abuses. The spirit of youth is 
strong. I remember an incident at 
Oberlin. Notwithstanding the college 
ban the entire football squad after a 
particularly good season organized a 
secret fraternity. But the boys made 
a mistake. They had a commercial 
photographer make a picture of the 
fraternity group. . ... A faculty stooge 
got hold of a print, and Oberlin ex- 
pelled about 50 athletes. Next fall 
Ohio State beat Oberlin 121 to 0 and 
dropped Oberlin from its schedule.

The Paradox of 
Unemployment 


Despite mounting employment, des- 


pite labor shortage in certain skilled

is estimated today 


fields, despite the 
labor shortage may 
by next spring, 
employment," It 
at around five million. And the relief 
problem, while less pressing, is still 
with most communities. 


Why? 
Possibly 
because, for one thing, 


we have been allowing the word un- 
employment itself to deceive us. What 
is a reasonable meaning for the word 
"unemployed"? It ought to mean a 
person who needs a job, is able to 
do it, and hasn't got it. 


On that basis we may have been 


fooling ourselves all along. Let's see. 
The peak of unemployment in the U. 
S. came in 1933. Nobody knows how 
many "unemployed" there were then. 
We have to guess, and the best guess- 
es seem to run around 12,000,000. 


Now, with that figure in mind, let's 


look at a little study which Cleve- 
land recently made of its relief pro- 
blem. Naturally, with mounting em- 
ployment, Cleveland's relief problem, 
desperate like that of all large cities 
during the depression, is ess press- 
ing today. But in spite of the better 
conditions, Cleveland still had 21,321 
people on relief in October, 


The startling thing shown by the 


Cleveland survey is that of these, 15,- 
526, or three-fourths of the total, were 
judged totally unemployable. And 9000 
of these were children under 16, 
scarcely t obe considered "unemploy- 
ed" in any man's statistics. 


Something over 4000 were partially 


employable (aged, handicapped) and 
getting partial aid; 461 were classed 
as "temporarily unemployed," and of 
the whole 21,321 people on relief only 
92 men and 111 women were classed 
as fully able to work but not work- 
ing at all. 


Whether 
these percentages would 


hold throughout the nation, we have 
no notion. Assuming something like 
them to be true, what do we find? 
We find a large industrial community 
partially supporting by relief 21,321 
of its members, yet only 203 of them 
need, can do, and haven't got jobs. 


That strongly suggests two tilings: 
1. Relief is not primarily a mat- 


ter of ameliorating a condition dup 
to or even closely connected with un- 
employment; it is now largely a mat- 
ter of aid to those unable to work. 


2. The labor reserve, of which we 


once thought we had an inexhuastible 
supply, is not as great as we thought, 
and a real shortage may impend.

High Japanese 
Officials Study 
U. S. Proposals 


Situation Un- 
changed in Pacific 
as Both Sides 
Prepare for War 


TOKYO -(/P)- The American-Jap- 


nnese negotiations at Washington were 
discussed in a 2% hour session Thurs- 
day of the Privy Council, highest ad- 
visory organ of the empire, to which 
Premier General Tojo and Foreign 
Minister Togo reported in detail. 


"Active opinions were exchanged 


by the Privy councelors and Premier 
and the foreign minister," said Domei's 
account of the session. 


The Privy Council is consulted by 


the emperor in all major crisis in 
Japan's international relations. 


Pessimistic views of the parleys were 


expressed by the foreign minister. At 
another meeting the refusal of the 
United States and British and as- 
sociates to understand Japan's pro- 
jram for East Asia has harried Japan 
Lo an unprecedented crisis, it was 
said. 


Sumarizing the Tokyo press react- 


ion to Hull's statement Wednesday 
indicating the gap between the at- 
titudes of the Washington and Tokyo 
governments, Domei said the news- 
paper showed shocked surprise and 
extreme pessimism over future riego- 
tations.

2,000 Miles From 
Brazil to U. S. 


AP Feature Service 
RIO DE JANEIRO—When four fish- 


ermen of Ceara started nn amazing 
jnngda 
voyage two months ago, 


they were just four poor workingmen 
coming to f 
N Brazilian capital to 


ask the presicont for bettor wages. 


Today, after having navigated their 
rail craft 2,000 miles through the 
open ocean, they are heroes, a little 
dazzled by it all. 


To Rio, which turned out en masse 
o welcome them, they are a Brazilian 
ombination of Lindbergh nnd WUey 
Jost after their famous nights. 
The four are Manoal Ohmpio Meira, 
8; Jeronymo Andre de Souza, 38; 
laymurido Correa, 52, and Manoel 
>reira da Silva, 39. All are married 


The four brought their tiny, bounc- 
ng craft into Rio on schedule. Es- 
orted by more than 100 fishing craft 
and yachts they steeiecl their little 
raft to a dock, were hoisted, ashore 
y a derrick for a rousing ovation 
•om 10,000 spectators waiting to greet 
lem, and immediately asked the way 
o Guanabara Palace, where they 
knew President Getulio Vargas citild 
be found. 


Their plea to Vargas was for some 


sort of government control on prices 
offered for the fish which they catch 
far out in the ocean, and far a gov- 
ernment program of aid for them and 
their families. Vargas promised them 
help. Now they are eager to start 
home again, over the same dangerous 
route. 


Their "jangada" craft is nothing but 


four crudely shaped balsa logs, about 
15 feet long, lashed together to form 
a raf*: with a sma11 triangular sail. 
The "jangada" swims over the water, 
rather than through it. An oar thrust 
between two of the logs steers the 
raft. The ."jangada" is used for ocean 
fishing usually. 


It is impossible for the crew to sit 


or to lie down. On ordinary fishing 
trips, fishermen sometimes remain 
four days at sea, munching cold food | 
carried in sacks strapped to their 
waists an dsipping tepid water from 
a small, wooden cask.

West Coast 
Fishermen Are 
Cashing in

SAN FRANCISCO-In the Pacific, 


the shark was once just a nuisance. 
Now it's a prize eagerly sought by 
fishermen—for shark livers contain 
an immense quantity of Vitamin A, 
which has become immensely val- 
uable since fish oil imports were cut 
off by the war. 


FronTCanacla to Mexico, sharOislf- 


ing has tidal-waved into an estimated 


?75,000,000 business and Pacific Coast 
fisheries are riding the crest. 


Fishermen who have been earning 


only a fair living, now average well 
over $200 a week in a frenzied hunt 
for certain varieties of sharks. Some, 
worth ?40 a ton in 1938, now bring 
?1200 to $1800 a ton. 


Record profits were made when a 


four-man boat, out of San Francisco 
for five clays, made a $7000 catch to 
net J1100 for each fisherman. 


That's an exception, not the rule, 'or 


everybody on the Pacific Coast would 
be out catching sharks. Average for 
a three-man boat is $700 to $1200 a 
week. 


This fabulous boom can be traced 


to a San Franciscan. Tino J. Guarag- 
nella, representative of a large drug 
concern. 
He started 
buying shark 
. 


liver in 1938,. using the oil to fortify 
poultry feed. 


huge livers of the common 


ocean and more than 1000-boats are 
out getting it. 


About 80 per cent of the fishing is 


(lone in deep water, 40 miles out, 
Baskets (large loops of line support- 
ed by floats and carrying 45 to 90 
hpoks baited with sardines or sole) 
ore standard tackle but some fishing 
is done closer to shore with nets. 


The soupfin shark is trim and grace- 


ful, 
not at all vicious. Fishermen 


call it "a lamb among sharks."

weighs 45 to 55 pounds nlong the 
American castline, gets much bigger 
off Mexico. Besides the soupfin, the 
dogfish shark is the best bet for oil. 
Tons of these are caught annually, 
especially in Orettm, where there is a 
good market for their livers.

Vitamin A is for flyers what glasses 


are for near-sighted persons. It tends 
to faciliate night flying by preventing 
night blindness; it lessens eye fatigue 
and is claimed to increase vision. 


This alonp might account for the 


fact that demand is still four times 
larger than supply. But shark liver oil 
has countless other uses. 


One of the most important is in 


lubrication. Secret experiments are 
being carried on, testing its use for 
stratosphere engines, where ordinary 
lubricants are affected by the extreme 
and rapid temperature changes. High- 
ly refined, it makes a topnotch oil for 
fine mechanisms. 


The British are using it to fortify 


margarine for national health. Many 
milk companies are using it to improve 
their products. Pharmaceutical man- 
ufacturers use it in many preparations. 
Vast amounts go into poultry feed to 
speed growth and improve egg and 
meat qualities. 


Meanwhile, top-notch research men 


are working constantly to find new 
uses for both the carcasses of tl it- 
shark and the residue of tin- Iivc-r. 
Such developments as have been mafic- 
arc still secret, but may be .startling. 


With all these uses for their catrh

Before the war Ihere were as many 


automobiles in Home in proportion lo 
Lho population as there are in New 
York. With cars laid up, Romans now 
are obliged to take buses or trams. 
And there are no more of these public 
conveyances than there were before 
the war. So people are packed like 
sardines in a box. It's really danger- 
ous to wear a good fur coat or other 
garment, since one is pushed and 
shoved about mercilessly getting in 
and out of the crowds, 


Movies, restaurants, bars—in fact, 


all public places—must be closed by 
II at night. 


The food problem is difficult. Ra- 


tioning is so restricted that enter- 
taining at home is almost impossible. 
One is allowed 100 grams of butter a 
month per person (Ihere are 28 grams 
to the ounce), 300 grams of oil, 100 
grams of rice, one and a half kilo- 
grams of spaghetti, which is quite 
gray; 100 grams of meat per person 
a week, which isn't even the size of 
a lamb chop, and you can have your 
choice of veal; 100 grams of bread « 
day, dark and tastes gritty. The Black 
Market for food has completely dis- 
appeared, so one gets along on his 
rations. 


To shop for the day, one must allow 


two or three hours for rounding up the 
food, as separate lines are formed for 
milk, meat, bread, potatoes, fruits, etc. 
Waiting wound in line long hours puts 
everybody in a bad humor, the shop- 
keeper as well as the shoppers. 


Foreigners are not permitted to go 


outside Rome or certain specified 
nearby towns, but until now we have

WASHINGTON — Capital Tolk: 
Uncle Sam may forgive his debtors 
iut he doesn't forget them. Over in 
he General Accounting Office are 
en clerks who do nothing but be 
sure that the people who owe Uncle 
Sam money aren't forgotten. 


His little division of GAO' was start- 


ed only a few years ago and in its 
)eginnings had only one clerk. Since 
hen, the division has grown to such 
jroportions that in government em- 
jloye circles it has acquired the nick- 
name of "the beartrap." Caught in 
he trap when it was last run were 
more than 300,000 persons who owe 
lie government the staggering sum 
of more than $1,650,000,000. (These are 
.ndividual and company debts and 
lave-nothing whatever to do with un- 
paid foreign loans.) 
: 


Probably the reason that Uncle's 


nephews and nieces gave the "bear- 
trap" its nickname is that thousands 
of them have had their fingers nipped 
in ..it. Whenever a government em- 
ploye quits, owing the government 
for extra time off, overpayment for 
extra time off, overpayment for ex- 
penses, etc., his card goes into the 
file. And if he ever steps into govern- 
ment service again (as thousands have 
since national defense started), he 
pays his debt or else.' 


Uncle Sam's debtor list is growing 


by leaps and 'bounds. The average 
monthly additions now have crawled 
up to around 5,000, while settlements 
are being made at the rate of only 
600 a monlh. At that, the United States 
is no slouch at cblecting its bad debts 
from individuals and 
corporations. 


From a half million to a millio^ dolr. 
lars a year rolls into the federal co£<- 
fers as result of GAO's new :cpllec- 
tion policy, 


There's a curious reason behind the 


government's establishment of TWO 
internment camps and ;why the Ital- 
ian sailors (interned when their shops 
were seized in American harbors) are 
held at Fort Mizzoula, Mont., and the 
German sailors at Fort Lincoln, N. D. 


That reason—and the only one—is 


that the government doesn't dare keep 
these sons of the Axis powers to- 
gether because they constantly fight.

though many seamen from both Ger- 
many and Italy were arrested in the 
same harbors, they were kept 
far 


enough apart so that they couldn'i 
even threaten each other. 


When I asked a government officia 


who has been connected with intern- 
ment of the sailors what' made them 
fight, he shrugged his shoulders anc 
said: "All I can get out of them is 
that they hate each other like poison.' 


Paul V. McNutl, Federal Securily 


administrator, has started a campaign 
to coia common or "popular" names 
tp replace scientific terms which some 
times scare the daylights out of per- 
sons buying foods and drugs.

Vital Part of Any Education 
Is Daily Nett's>1pcr' Reading

The excuse of many women for 


knowing less than men'about what is 
going on in the world is that Ihey'are 
so busy with homemaking that they 
just haven't time to keep xip. 


But a survey just made by the 


campus newspaper of a large mid- 
western college would indicate that 
it is just an excuse—and not a rea- 
son. 


For the survey showed that in the 


men's dormitories there was one news 
paper covering world events for every 
. 23 men living there—but only one news 
paper for every 65 co-eds hi the wo- 
' men's dormitories. 


That is a pretty good sign that wo- 


men lag behind men in their interest 
n world affairs even before they 
lave any homemaking responsibilities 
:o take,up their time. It indicates al- 
:o, that given the same chance at an 
education as men, women are still 
less interested than men.in what is 
happening outside their 'own small 
social group. 


And even though those college men 


are far ahead of the women when it 
comes to apparent interest in world 
affairs, their record is disgraceful. 


Education Should Include News 
When there is' only one newspaper 


for 23 men, the amount of time any 
of them can spend reading it is far | 
loo limited for a person who is spend- 
ing four years and several thousand 
dollars getting an "education." 


For no matter how much he learns 


from text books^no student could hope 
fo: emerge'" r^m'j'Co'lle'gd' a'" well-in- 
formed person if 'for four years his 
knowledge of world afafirs had come 
from "headline skimming." / 
.That is something that Dad—who is 
footing .the bills for his''sons or daugh- 
ters education—ought to think about. 
If he can scrape up the cash to send 
bis boy'to college, he ought to scrape 
a little harder and subscribe to a 
newspaper for him.

Marketing quoin for cotton are a 


feature of the Triple-A farm program 
designed to forestall further increases 
in Hie already large supply of cotlon 
and to protect om:h producer's share 
of the available cotton mnrket, Oliver 
L. Adams, county ngenl said In dis- 
cussing tile cotton situation with ref- 
erence to tile coming 'cotton marketing 
cjuola referendum to be held on Sat- 
urday, December 13. 


Although the supply of Aniericnn 


cotton is slightly less than il was a 
year ago there is still enough Ameri- 
can cotlon on hand to supply the do- 
mestic market for two years if no 
more cotlon were grown, lie said. The 
supply is now about 23,800,000 bales, 
which includcr. a 12,000,000 bale cnl-ry- 
over and this year's crop estimated 
nt about 11,000,000 bales. 


Combined export nnd domestic mar- 


kets will use about 11,000,000 hales 
of the 23,000,000 p bale supply this year 
rnd the carryover at the start of next 
marketing year Is expected to be about 
the same ns this year. 


The present cotton loan of 815 per 


cent of parity, which Is available only 
if marketing quoins are in effect, is 
one of (he main factirs in the sharp 
increcse in cotlon prices in recent 
months, Ihe county agent said. .Other 
factors which have contributed to Ihe 
increased price of cotton is the in- 
creaes in consumption because of Ihe 
defense program, the smaller than 
average crop and gunnrnl increase in 
prices. 


Cotlon farmers have used marketing 


quotas for cotton for the last, four 
years as an effective moans controll- 
ing the marketing of cotton, Mr. 
Adams said in conclusion, ami they 
:nusl decide on December 13 if they 
will continue to use them, lie urged 
that every cotton farmer in the coun- 
ty exercise his democratic privilege 
of expressing his opinion on Ihe ques- 
tion and vole in the referendum.

If they 
want to know where to find out 
something like the terms of the Russo- 
Japanese trade pact, he'll guide them 
to the right expert if he himself does 
not know offhand. 


Never Skip Hull 
One steady date for State Depart- 


ment reporters is the daily conference 
with Secretary Hull, usually held at 
noon. Shortly before then a stream 
of newsmen pours into the secretary's 
waiting room, and stands around a 
long mahogany table awaiting Hull's 
entrance with considerable decorum. 
The gentle-faced, white-haired spates- 
man, grepts the gathering 'with 
a 


courteous, "Good morning, gentle- 
men.. Have you got any questions?" 
Then the floor is open. 


The going gets thick and fast at 


times. Hull, clasping and unclasping' 
lis long hands, has to parry questions 
with caution, but seldom loses his 
southern composure. Sometimes he 
,vill break the tension with a quiet i 
joke. Privately, Hull often throws' 
aside his press conference reserve and 
cuts right through the maze of dip- 
lomatic phraseology, pulljng no punch- 
es. "It can go to hell in a minute," 
was his reply to one query about the 
general foreign situation. 


After a chorused "Thank you, Mr. 


Secretary" has terminated Die inter- 
view, there is a peel-moll rush for 
the press room phones. Many State 
Department reporters are old-tim- 
ers with all the prestige and dignity 
in the world under normal circum- 
stances, but they run with the best 
o£ them to get a flash on the wires. 


Unexpected things are always pop- 


ping up to keep the afternoons busy. 
State Department men must keep tabs 
on the variuos embassies and legat- 
ions scattered 
all over 
northwest 


Washington. Frequently ambassadors 
or iniflisters call to see Hull or Un- 
dersecretary Stunner Welles 
about 


cvuuent business, and, of co.urse, the 


recent talk, with the Japanese en- 
voys provided red-hot news. 


Sometimes it may be French am- 


bassador Henri-Haye, hot under the 
collar because American newspapers 
have called him a Nazi stooge. Then 
the reporters who waylay him in the 
corridor are shown ofefnding clippings 
and cartoons with bitter rebukes from 
the Scotch-looking diplomat, 


S'omelimes it's Lord Halifax recent- 


ly back from London with first-hand 
reports for Hull, and friendly but 
guarded comments for the press. 
• Too often in the past two years it 
has been the chief representative of a 
Nazi-conquered state, come to in- 
form the United States officially of his 
country's fall.

Game of Shutcye 
There ere minor crises, too, when 


diplomats from hostile countries pass 
each other in the hall, Down-cast 
eyes avoid a diplomatically embarras- 
sing situation. Envoys 
have 
been 


known to send a messenger back 
for a forgotten hat rather than en- 
counter a diplomatic foe in Hull's 
waiting room. 


In the press room, however, these 


tensions between men from warring 
nations do not exist, or, if they 
do, are carefully hidden under a ven- 
eer of good-humored badinage. Chin- 
ese and Japanese representatives ruh 
shoulders. A hard-boiled humor is 
vented on the most delicate subjects. 
Take this colloquy for instance: 


American reporter to Jap reporter 


(very pleasantly): "And how is your 
government's campaign of killing wo- 
men and children progessing today?" 


Japanese (smiling amiably): "Very 


satisfactorily, old man, very satis- 
factorily."

Washington 
Has Headaches 


Priorities Bring 
Complaints of 
Businessmen

Washington almost constantly thes 
days are the complaints of thousand 
of business men over the dislocation 
caused by priorities, shortages and od< 
specifications which are all jumblc< 
into the gigantic buying of nationa 
defense. 


Some of these headaches -are per 


versely humorous; some arc almos 
tragic in their consequences; but near 
ly all are interesting. For example 
here are some told by the busines. 
men themselves or by their represen 
ta lives: 


The Army, Navy and what-not1 


great need for linoleum threatonet 
a shortage hi this flooring commod 
ity. The government experts went tc 
work on it and not wishing to°,knocl 
out linoleum for private homes un 
less they had to, cast about for othe 
uses to which it was being put, T( 
their amazement, they discovered tha 
thousands of square yards were going 
into the manufacture o ffurnitur 
(table and dresser tops, etc.) 


The priorities orders were drawn 


up. Linoleum for such frivolous bus 
iness as furniture was out. 


As a result, some eastern seaboard 


warehouses soon will become pilec 
sky-high with scrap linoleum—abso 
lutely unusuable for any other known 
purpose. Linoleum is manufacturec 
in standard widths and lengths. When 
sold, scraps invariably result am 
for some years now, the companies 
have been making sufficient profit on 
this scrap that the price of their pro- 
duct could be reduced. Now what hap 
pens. The government will have to 
pay for the scrap and the manufac- 
turers of that type of furniture will 
have to whistle up a new business. 


A northwestern lumber man is wail- 


ing because his yards are glutted with 
four grades of lumber lower, than ab- 
solute top grade. Only by cutting 
down more trees and sawing them up 
and swelling' his surplus of lower 
grades can he get any of that choice 
unblemished grade that goes into the 
more than a million chests which the 
soldiers keep at the foot of their 
beds. 


The Army specifies this one'certain 


grade. It needs millions of feet bi 
it. But, says the lumber man, nobody 
needs millions of feet of any of those 
lower grades. 


There is, however, in New York a 
'little businessman" who turned the 
tables on priorities. He is the manu- 
facturer of a fountain pen with a felt 
"brush.'.' It is used for addressing 
lareg packages and boxes. 


Except that it is a little larger and 


has that stubby oblong of felt instead 
of a point, and an inch-long tubular 
brass collar to hold the felt, it,rer 
sembles any.other fountain pen. ".;'.''
